LONDONDERRY, Tuesday. 

Through some trying times I flatter myself 
that we in Derry have kept our heads, said 
Senator Sir Dudley McCorkell (Mayor of 
Derry) at the luncheon given by the Visita- 
tion of the London-Irish Society in the Guild 
Hall here to-day. He expressed the hope 
that, as a means towards prosperity, they might 
get some new industries. Derry was par- 
ticularly suitable for an aeroplane factory. 

Sir Charles Batho (Governor of the Society) 
said that things had slightly improved in 
England in the past year, and he hoped that 
there would be a corresponding improvement 
here. We shall take back to London most 
pleasant memories of cur association with 
you in Northern Ireland, he added, and | 
trust that that association will continue for 
all time. 

Sir Charles Batho, before the luncheon, 
resented the Imperial Service Medal to Mr. 
lartin Looney, who has retired from the 
post of principal warden of Derry Prison, 
after thirty-four years’ service in Sligo, 
Maryborough, Castlebar, Belfast and Derry 
Prisons. | 

Sir Dawson Bates (Northern Ireland 
Minister of Home Affairs) attended the 
ceremony. 

The visitation, at Derry Infirmary, were 
entertained to tea by the Chairman (Mr. 
Robert Roulston, J.P.). They left Derry 
this evening for Coleraine. 


FEDERATION OF 
INDUSTRIES. 


VIEWS ON CONTROL OF 
MANUFACTURES BILL. 


At the weekly meeting of the Council of 
the Federation of Saorstat Industries, 
Limited, held at 17 Dame street, Dublin, the 
President, Mr. D. J. O’Donohoe, pointed 
out that the general meeting of the 
members of the Federation, held on 
July 6th, endorsed their acceptance of the 
Control of Manufactures Bill, 1934, and 
agreed that it would check further penetra- 
tion by non-national interests. There was, 
however, disappointment expressed at a few 
aspects of the bill, and it was left to the 
Council to present the views of their members 
to the Minister for Industry and Commerce. 
All their members were insistent that all 
boards of directors should have a majority of 
Saorstat nationals; otherwise the bill would 
lose much of its value in protecting national 
industry. All legislators were reluctant to 
embark on retrospective legislation: it was a 
dangerous precedent, and carried with it 
other unsatisfactory elements: but there was 
‘nothing harmful in compelling all foreign 
companies operating here to qualify under 
the bill over a period of years. Another 
method of protecting.native industry would 
be by lightening the burden of taxation on 
national constituted concerns. 

The general meeting was an indication of 
the growing. strength of their organisation, 
and the strong national spirit so much in 
evidence showed clearly that their industries 
are now dominated by the consciousness of 
nationhood, with all that it implies. They 
were consolidating their position in a great 
industrial advance, and many who looked 
with suspicion on a national industrial policy 
were now more extreme in national demands 
than the earlier pioneers. There was now a 
complete .acceptance by those who had in- 
vested their brains and money in native 
industry that their interest lay in building 
up a prosperous State free from external con- 
trol. In that work their Federation would be 
not only a guiding, but an aggressive force.
